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Changes in the Tables 


Consumer Price Indices 
Morocco (Casablanca). 


A new series of consumer price indices with original base October 1958- 
September 1959=100 has been introduced in this issue of the Supplement. 

The index is based on the results of two family budget surveys conducted 
among representative families of wage earners and salaried employees in 
Rabat in 1954 and in the former Southern Zone of Morocco in 1955. 

Prices for food items are collected weekly by enumerators at two big 
markets and from retail dealers located in two quarters of Casablanca havin 
a population of moderate income ; 25 price quotations are usually ancwteinal 
for each item. Prices for fresh fruits and vegetables are taken into account 
according to the method known as the “ moving monthly baskets”. The 
index is adjusted for seasonal fluctuations by computing the simple arith- 
metic mean of the unadjusted indices for the last two months and for the 
month of reference. Prices of other goods and services are collected durin 
the last week of the month; rent quotations refer to moderate- pan | 
appartments. 
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The index is computed as a weighted arithmetic average with fixed base. 
The number of items and the percentage weights used in the computation 
of the index are as follows :
